In every n<ighhor 
hoo I the b<r<\* lire reported to be 
more plentiful than for year* 
past and the hunter* are linking 
for»ard to extra »ood shooting. 
But they will find «he land 
owners more disposed to keep 
indiscriminate hunter" off their 
ground and permission had better 
besecored before entering any 
field. 

Another thing this year which 
will have a direct influence on 
the quail shooting is the new law 
which limits each hunter's kill to 
twelve birds per day. In times 
past it I in often been nothing 
abort of wanton slaughter; when 
no limit was set huuters were 
allowed to kill all the birds they 
could. A genuine sportsman 
will religinu'l/ adnere to this 
law, for it was passed to safe- 
guard the SjfMM and prevent them 
from being cleaued out entirely, 
und for those who wll uot ob- 
serve the big limit it is proposed 
to have wideawake same warden* 
who will see that they are pros- 
ecutcd if i hey go above the limit. 
Oame wardens have the power to 
stop any hunter at any time and 
make In in chow what he has in 
Ins bag-.
